THE ROCK HAY MEETING. 

Several of the Candidates Address tho Elec- 
tors of Johnson street Ward on 
Unulcliial Subjects. 

List night a meeting of tho electors ot 
Johnson street ward was called in the school- 
house in that district for the purpose of 
hoaring the candidates for election at the 
forthcoming municipal contest. On motion 
Mr. Wm. Armstrong occupied the chair. 
After a few preliminary remarks, he called 
upon Mr. Edward Bragg to address the 
audience, which filled the hall to its utmost 
capacity. 

Mr. liragggave his views generally, and 
pointed to his long residence, over a term of 
cii-liC years, in Johnson street ward. lie 
saiil that never having been a councillor, it 
did not devolve upon him to criticise the 
actions of the present Board of Aldermen. 
He spoke at length on the sewerage uues- 
tton, telling his hearers his views on the 
sul jeot in a decided manner. 

Mr. James Baker was then called on. He 
disagreed entirely with the action of the 
present council in selling the gravel pits, 
und pointed to tho bad state of tho Saanich 
d as a monument to aldornianic incom- 
petence. He ulso spoke strongly on tram- 
wav iili'airs. 

Mr. Meldrum spoke at length on tho ac- 
tion of the council in extending the old city 
limits to such a great nree, and gave his 
views on the principal questions at issue 

Mr. Hugh McDonald then spoke. He 
deprecated the late s de of the gravel pit 
and entered into the question of the city's 
finances. The sewerage system was touched 
upon, and the speaker pointed out that the 
greater number of the pipes being used on 
the work were far too small for the purpose, 
as would be found out nt no distant date. 

The Hon. Robert Heaven was next called 
upon. He brought up the iptestioti of assess- 
ment, and claimed that a frontage tax on 
property fionting sewerage work was Ihe 
equitable system of taxation, and one that 
he wus strongly in favor of. He touched en 
the subject of the water works system, and 
concluded a comprehensive speech by asking 
the support of the electors on Thursday. 

Alderman Smith followed. He pointed 
out the fad that the sewerage system was 
si ill in its infanoy, and it could not reason- 
ably bo expected to be perfect without ajfatr 
trial. He had always advocated a low 
grade of taxation, and would, if elected 
Mayor, continue to do so. He asked tlio 
electors to hunt up his record as a Conn- 
cillor, and to rally round him and support 
him at the polls. 

Aldermrn Cougblan was called upon 
next. He spoke at length on the extension 
of the city limits, and explained how the 
work had involved a great deal of addi- 
tional expenditure for the year 1801. The 
waterworks also had cost tho city a great 
deal of money, and all these improvements 
were very necessary. He hoped to have 
the support of a majority of tho 
electors at tho forthcoming contest, and 
promised, if successful, to do hiaduty faith- 
fully by the public, us he had always striven 
to do on former occasions, 

Aid. Munn was the last speaker. II 
give an able .and clear account of his ac 
tious while an alderman, and explained how 
difficult it was to keep from making mis- 
tukes'in the Council Board, He told his 
audience what his polio 1 , was in all mutters 
retiring to the city's finances, and laid be- 
fore them a short resume of what had been 
done for the city during tho year just con- 
cluded. This brought the meeting to a 
close, and a vote of thanks to the Chairman 
broke up Iho meeting.

Egnn's ICsrort or the Refugees. 

VALPARAISO, Jan 11.— There is a great 
deal of talk about the action of Minister 
Egan, yesterday, in escorting the three Hal- 
mucedist refugees, Juun and W. McKcnna 
and Jose Carrera, from tho American lega- 
tion nt, Santiago to Valparaiso and placing; 
them aboard tbo United States cruiser 
Yorktown: but tho knowdedge that he did 
so with tho tacit approval of tho new ad- 
ministration has disarmed severe criticism. 
Tho press give considerable space to the 
subject, but discuss it in a calm spirit. 
While in no wiso condemning Mr. Fgan for 
what he bad done in the mutter, it asserts 
thvt the United States government must as- 
sumo the responsibility, if its minister loses 
the respect of the public in escorting such 
characters as these refugees, for his doing 
so degrades him to the level of a policeman. 

Buenos Ayrrs Threatened. 

Buenoh AybES, Jan. 11.— Rumors are 
current here that a revolt has taken place 
among the Seventh and Second regiments 
of the line. It is commonly believed that 
the revolters were suborned by Iho follow- 
ers of General Reca. The Government has 
taken measures to suppress the insurrection. 
The First regiment of the line and the Third 
artillery have been ordered out to reinforce 
the Buenos Ayrcs garrison, and cartridges 
have been served to all tho meu ; but it is 
feared thut, despite these preparations, the 
insurgents aro so strong that they will 
march from Rosario, Meudoza and Luplata 
upon Buenos Ayres. 

The OjiJic or Clarence' Sllncss. 

London, Jan. 11. — To-night's bulletin re- 
garding the health of the Duke of Clarence 
is not reassuring. His illness is affecting 
him severely, but bis constitution bears up 
under the strain. The doctors in attend- 
ance consider the symptoms to be, on the 
whole, favorable. The illness ot the Duke 
is the subject of town talk. One cause of 
anxiety is the fact that so many deaths have 
oc urred under the Georges in tho royal 
family, a fuct to which the Queen owes her 
elevation to the throne. 

Cause nt (lie Itlieillve's UcntU. 

London, Jan. 11. — Tho Times, referring 
to the death of the Khedive, denies what it 
vaguely describes us "rumors only too 
usual in Oriental countries." This is sup- 
posed to mean the rumors qirculatecl to the 
effect that the Khedive had been intention- 
ally poisoned. On the other hand, the 
Times gives prominence to a despatch from 
Cairo, in which the following statement is 
made : "It is stated that tho doc- 
tors gave the Khedive morphine in- 
jections, which, in his case, were 
calculated to produce injurious effects." 
The Standard snys : " Dr. Salem injected 
tnorpbi' e into his patient on tbo night of 
the sixth. Early the next morning the 
Khedive asked the native doctor left in. 
charge of him to inject more morphine, but 
the doctor was afraid to do so, and advised 
the patient to summon European doctors. 
When the Khedive was neariug his end, 
he said that be alone was to blame." 
The Chronicle says that the immediate 
cause of the Khedive's death waa uruemania, 
accelerated by a strong dose of morphine, 
given him by his arab doctors, Salem and 
Isa, who were totally ignorant of tho treat- 
ment necessary. The Daily news says: 
There is much indignation felt at Dr. Salem's 
treatment of the Khedive, and it is believed 
that the cause of death was duo to the injec- 
tion of morphine. 

More .New (ardlnnls. 
Roue, Jan. 11. — A consistory of cardinals 
will be held from the 21st to the 23rd of 
January, when seven new cardinals will Le 
elected. 

Anarchist Outrage. 

ROME, Jan. 11.— An anarchist conspiracy- 
lias been discovered at Giosseto, in Tuscany. 
Two bombs were thrown into the police 
office. Ono of the bombs exploded, doing, 
considerable damage to the building, but 
not injuring anyone. The other bomb did 
not explode. An examination showed that 
it contained u high explosive and was 
evidently the work of some experienced 
dynamiter. The polico have since boon 
busy at work trying to ascertain who the 
plotters were and have secured evidence 
that they think justified tho arrest of 20 
anarchists on suspicion of being connected 
with the bomb throwing.

The nomination of candidates for tlio 
positions of mayor and aldermen of Victoria 
for 1S92 took place at the City Hall, yester- 
day, at noon, the returning officer, Mr. W. 
K. Bull, declaring tlio Hits closed at 2 
o'clock. Almost all the candidates hud 
'previously announced themst-lves through 
the newspapers, so there were few surprises, 
if any, reserved for nomination day. Tlio 
only expressions of disappointment heard 
were over the retirement of Mr. George .T. 
Cook, tho workingmon's candidate. The 
list of nominees, as ctlicially announced, is 
given below :

The usual speeches followed tho nomina- 
tion?, Iho candidates addressing I lit! 
electors in suciession, nud tlio ir.cet- 
iurj lusting for several hours. 

Mr. Simeon Duck, ex-M.P.P., having 
been oil ltd upon to act as chairman, iho 
candidates for the mayoralty were Gist in- 
vited lo ppcak. 

Hon. Robert Heaven prefaced liis re- 
marks, which he promised lo condense as 
much as possible, with a reference to the 
magnitude of Victoria's interests. The 
revenue for Ihe pn»t year, lie said, was a 
little over $.108,000 for the city of Victoria. 
When one reflected that this sum, paid by 
the citiz ns of Victoria, was larger than the 
entire revenue of the province, ten years 
ago, he cou d, in a measure, estimate the 
responsibility with which the major and 
aldermen were entrusted. It wis essential 
that these monies should bo expanded in a 
proper manner. No one would say that 
ib was improper at all times for a govern- 
ment, municipal or otherwise, to 
go in debt, but in incurring debts it was 
necessary that the improvements undertaken 
should be lasting an I bencli ;iul. The inter- 
ests of tho municip ility should he as care- 
fully looked after by tho Municipal Council 
as the individual interests of its members. 
He, (lion. Mr. B aven,) hud been induced 
to stand for the Mayoralty, principally be- 
cause he had always taken a great interest 
in municipal matters, having framed I he 
first general municipal act for the province. 

The speaker referred in detuil to his action 
in legislating for the guidance of municipal- 
ities, and slinued how necessary it was to 
carefully supervise the c'uic expenditure. 
The Council of 1892 had a great deal of woik 
before them. S une of the most important 
questions to be determined in Vietoria's 
history would lie theirs to consider. The 
work of towering the city was just eqin- 
menceil, contracts for some $300 000 in 
round figures, h ivillg l>-< 11 ler. The ulti- 
mate cist of the sewerage system was 
variously estimated at. from $i ,000.000 to 
$3,000,000. This matter was, of course, in 
the womb of futurity yet— no one could say 
much about it; but it show* d how carol ul 
the Aldermen of 189.2 would have to be 
The Ci y was prospering now, ami it would 
have t> continue to progrcts. Three works 
020, he, (Mr. Heaven) had no intention of 
offering himself as a candidate; it was for 
the elect u's to say if they would honor him 
with their confidence. If they did, he 
Would lend them ihe best abilities at hh 
, command. Whether or not tiny elec'od 
. him Mayor for 1.S02, he hoped all iho voters 
would come to tho poOa and east their 
ballots one way or the other, and thereby 
show the world how large a voting popula- 
tion Victoria is posicsst-u of. 

Aid. A. .J. Smith said that lie was not a 
member of the Legislative Assembly, but 
he had served as a Councillor.' for 8 x years 
— he hoped fab li'iilly and welL Going into 
tho questions of sticcti and Sewers, p u-li- 
cularly the la.tt.-r, ho said thaVhe did not 
think the completion of tlio .system wool. I 
involve mi expenditure of much more tbau 
n, million. I!ut sewerage was a necessity, 
for without it we could not have a healthy 
city. As a memb«r of tho Comieil for 
years, he wus known to tho people, and 
they could see whether they thought him 
the proper Itmll to (ill the cruiir of chief 
magistrate. Ho agreed with Hon. Mr. 
Heaven ilmtnnny vory iinpirtai/t questions 
would have to be passed upon by iho incom- 
ing board, and that men of ability and can 
tiou were rr quired to handle the city's 
affairs, lie wus not parsimonious norn spend- 
thrift, personally or publicly, but Victoria 
would have to go ahead or bo passed in the 
raco for supremacy, and to keep tho city in 
the lead, money hud to bo spent. Ill regard 
to tho purchase of sewer pipes, lie bad voted 
for the Doulton, known all the world over as 



tho bo3t sower pipe in use. Ho had voted for a 
certainty against an uncertainty. The Terra 
Cotta Co.'s pipe might be very good, but he 
did not propose, to voto the ratepayers' 
money for anything but an absoluto cer- 
tainty. He was willing to stand by his 
record os en alderman in asking for the 
votes of the rati payers to place him in tlio 
highly honorable position of mayor of tho 
city. 

Of the would-be aldermen, Dr. Richard 
■ Morrison was the first to speak. Ho said 
that he hud no money in train car stocks or 
terra cotta companies. His interests were 
in Victoria real estate, and ill looking after 
his own interests in keeping down taxation 
lie would bo looking afier the interests of 
his fellow-citizens, whom lie looked to for 
election at the head of tho poll in James 
Bay ward. 

Mr. J. B. Lovell, Yates s'reet ward, an- 
nounced himsolf as a new band at the bel- 
lows. Ho was impressed with tlio impor- 
tance of the issues now before Victoria, and, 
if elected, would do his best, conscientious- 
ly. Being out of active business life, he 
was in a position to place his time and ser- 
vices at the disposal of the city. In voting, 
lie called upon the electors to consider above 
nil things the welfare of tlio city, and cast 
their ballots accordingly. 

Mr. Hugh McDonald apologized, in ad- 
vance, for any imperfections his speech 
might contain — it was his maiden effort. 
Chief among the reasons that had induced 
lii hi to accept nomination for Votes s'reet 
ward, was the fact that ho had hud n large 
experience ill municipal matters, extending 
over tho last 25 yeuis, and thought that 
that practical experience would he of 
service to the city. Hiving a knowledge of 
sewerage work, in particular, lie considered 
himself a proper person to be entrusted 
by the citi/. ns with tho management of 
their affu rs for 1S1I2. Ho would duly ap- 
preciate t he honor, if elected, and do Ilia 
best. As to his platform, ho favored the 
giving out by contract of all the ciiy work 
possible, and watching the contractors care- 
fully. 

Mr. \V. A. Robertson thought that in 
past years, when honored with the confi- 
dence of the electors, he had served them in 
such a manner us to entitle him to a con- 
tinuance of their regard. The affairs of the 
city were not in u satisfactory condition, 
and men of experience were n quired 
t> conduct them. Tho incoming 
Council would have to carefully investigate 
tlio sewerage system, and if they found it 
was not good, slop it and save a further 
waste of public money. Tho water works, 
too, were not. in proper order, ami the sys- 
tem required looking into. licforc spending 
mor e money in bringing lilk h ike water to 
the city, the citizens should carefully con- 
sider if it was not better to go to Gold- 
stream for the supply. The school ques- 
tion, too, 'was a burning one. Ha (Mr. 
Robertson), did not endorse the present law, 
The trustees should he elected by the peo- 
ple, and the people should choose good men. 
"Strange lliinps have been seen, lately, in 
connection with our schools," tho speaker 
continued, ''we have seen the best teacher 
we have ever hud in our oily schools, 
dismissed. And not only dismissed, 
but deprived of bis means of earning 
f i i 3 bread and hatter, which he had given 
the best year of his life to win. An net of 
injustice has been done him. The school 
question shou'd be taken up by the Council, 
and they should urge tho Jest motion of 
these bad laws, and legislation just and 
intelligent in theirp'uee. lit aeon Hill park 
should have a permanent superintendent, 
an intelligent man to direct the improve 
merits being undo t ere, and whatever is 
done should not be subject to tlio changing 
foneics of the new chairmen of the I'uik 
committee. 

" In conclusion," remarked Mr. Robert- 
son, " the city must progress, but we must 
be economical. If we don't economize the 
city will be bankrupt. If we lay out money, 
it must be in well considered and remunera- 
tive works." 

Mr. S. T. Styles spoke briefly. The city 
was approach inn a di'emma, he said, anil if 
his assistance could do Victoria any good it 
would be freely given. Long speeches were 
not beneficial- if. elected hu would do his 
best for Victoria, where his heait and his 
ink rests were, 

Mr. Walter Walker had tried for a scut 
at the Bourd, hut yeur, did not get it, and 
now determined to try again, liy staying 
at homo lie had escaped the Royal Commis- 
sion at least. If elected, on Thursday, he 
promised bis best services. The city was 
in need of careful men — it was goingtoo fast, 
and would l»e swamped by accumulated in- 
terest if not closely watched, lie wus sat- 
isfied that last year's legislation on school 
matters was a gross mistake, and the ahler- 
uiitnio board should see to tho correction of 
the law. He asked the ratepayers of Yates 
street ward for their votes. 

Mr. Joseph Wrigleaworth had served the 
oily four consecutive years in the Council, 
and claimed u certain amonnt of credit for 
bis work for Yates street ward and Victoria. 
It. would, he thought, be out of place to 
criticise the hto Council, as they wei e in 
i he hunds of a Royal Coirimbsion, In the 
p ist the ratepayers had liberally supplied 
the funds whenever called llpoii, and the 
Council hud spent with a free hand. Care- 
ful men were needed now. If olecied lie 
would carefully consider every subject 
brought before the Council, and only go 
ahead when sure of being in the right. 

Aid. W. D. McKillican pointed to ids 
record as an alderman, s tying that it u nt 
one of which he had no occasion to feel 
ashamed. The Royal Commission had 
mule onn thing certain — I hat, if at any 
time the Council had cried in judgment, 
none had attempted to benefit himself 
through bis position. Tho late Council, 
whatever llieir failings, had been alive lo 
the fact that Victoria hail keen rivals who 
would take uiltMuloito of any lack of enti r- 
prisc on her part. It would hu for the new 
Council to sec i hut the capital retained her 
place us Ihe chief cily of the province. 

Mr. James linker, tho first speaker for 
Johnson street ward, plunged ut mine into 
the aoiionsof tlio Council of 1891. Ho 
characterized as a crying th ime the sale of 
the gravel pits property, alleging that the 
gravel ill the lots was alone worth many 
times what they • had brou.ht by 
auction. Tho bungling in regard lo 
the tramway oil the Sauniell roafl 
also culled for hiu censure. H« promised to 
word intelligently and faithfully for the 
city, in the event, of his election. 

Mr. Edward Bragg said I lint he hud been 
eight years in the city, and had ulways 
tried to do business like a business man, 
and on a reputation as a business man, ho 
asked the electors lo huso their judgement 
of him. lie was not going to say what lie 
would do or what he would not do. 
He was a new man, and, if sent W tho 
nldermunia hoard, would first of all have to 
to get acquainted with his work. Ho 
would enquire carefully into all tho differ- 
mi t departments, and give all subjects his 
beat attention. Iiyogard to tho late coun- 



cil, tho electors hud shown their confidence 
in them a year ago; he behoved thty had 
worked, ut all events, believing that they 
were pursuing the best policy lor the city — 
and this was the best any board could do. 

Ex-Mayor J. VV. Carey regretted that, 
for the second time in thirty years, tlio ac- 
counts of the city hud not be placed before 
the eleclois, so that each could judc,o for 
himself how faithful the outgoing Council 
had been to its. obligations. Eor some my- 
sterious reason tho accounts were not pre- 
sented in timo last yeur, and again this 
yeur the Bame tiling occurred. The result 
was that candidates were forced to work in 
the dark. Ho had, however, good author- 
ity for saying that over §100,001) of this 
year's revenue had been already expended. 
This was a serious matter. If tbu men 
in whom I lie people reposed confidence 
expended two years' rates in ono, whore 
would the end be ? The sewerage system, 
it was said, would cost from one to three 
millions, and if the outlet were submerged 
for hours at a lime each day —as it would, 
no doubt, be— no practical man in the 
worltl would hesitate to say that such 
sewerage was worse than none lit nil. No 
sewer was certainly bolter than a bad 
sewer. Grave issues were before the rate- 
payers — the questions of sewers, streets, 
waterworks, all rt quired to lie banditti with 
judgment and forethought. A check should 
be kept upon tho spending of the revenue — 
but the city should not be brought lo a 
standstill by ill-advised retienchmeiit. 
Ever since tho councillors hud voted to 
themselves salaries, there had been 
a liulo of suspicion about them — ■ 
Aid. Coughlan [sotto voce) — Halo sus- 
picion ! 

Mr. Carey, continuing, said that if lie got 
in he would use his influence to have that 
by-law repealed ; tho money would be put 
lo far greater advantage if spent in rt pair- 
ing streets and sidewalks. Tho school 
question next coming in foi consideration, 
the speaker said that the spectucle had re- 
cently been alf -riled of a man who had 
qualified himself for the life work of in- 
struct ing, been by one act of tyranny de- 
prived ot his means of bread winning, and a 
man not wanted put ill his place. 
In coniuctiou with the management of the 
schools, tho ciiy had only one privilege — 
they could pay t he piper. No mutter how 
they liked a teacher, no mutter how cap dale 
he had proved himself, no matter how 
successful he had been in bringing his pupils 
along— if lie did not how to the C-uincil 
of Public Instruction, his means of eurning 
an honest living was cut off. While on the 
subject of education, the speaker had a 
word to say about practical teaching. Of 
course every boy would find bis level, but a 
bread antl butter education, an education 
that would show tlie pupil bow to get an 
honest living and inuke himself a uselul 
member of society, would be of utmost 
incalculable benefit. If a boy choso to 
learn mechanical drawing ami physic-*, in- 
stead of Greek and Latin, lie should be al- 
lowed the opportunity. Again referring to 
the questions of water works and multi- 
tudinous officials, Mr. Carey closul bisic- 
marks by asking bis fellow electors for their 
support on Thursday. 

Aid. John Coughlan said that ho was out 
for re-election, uml, if returned, would cb> 
bis best — as he hud in the pist. He was in 
favor of eiyht hours constituting a day's 
labor, if it was universal. Rut he did not 
think tlie Corporation the right place to in- 
troduce the system — that would be unfair 
to the citiz 'lis. In regard to the abolition of 
taxes on improvements, he did not think 
such lesislation would bo beneficial to ihe 
workingmen who a-ketl it. Too Ci'y could 
no longer pursue tho old policy of taking 
over new streets, and paying for them out. 
of the general revenue — and leave anything 
for keeping existing streets and Bidewalks 
in repair. A local improvement tax should he 
made to cover this branch of chic exp-mse, 
and the cost of rep drs, etc. , should be borne 
out of the general revenue. 

Mr. M. Ihnnber could not see what right 
uny of the old hoard had to S'-ek re-election, 
not having produced their accounts for the 
year past. He was an old friend of 
tho electors, a Victorian through and 
through, unil felt sure of succes* on 
Thursday, Hu condemned the 10-inch 
main as a paper pipe and not at all 
serviceable, and passed briefly over the vari- 
ous departments of civic work, closing with 
un appeal for election at the head of the 
poll. 

Mr. J. II. Mel-lram was progressive by 
nature, but cautious. He promised, il 
elected, to do his best, especially for the 
outlying districts. Among the matters to 
be considered in the near future, was the 
running of seners through pi ivato property. 
Another thing — while not opposed to taxa- 
tion, which was a necessary evil, he wai 
averse lo over-valuation, mid ull would 
admit that the assessor's figures lose far 
quicker than property values. Ho hoped 
to see the amount of qualification for alder- 
men increased instead of diminished, and 
promised faithiul service in the event of 
election. 

Mr. George Mesher was willing to give 
half of his time and bis best attention lo 
tlie city work. He called on the electors to 
pick the three best men to represent John- 
son street want out of tbu material bcfoie 
then,. 

Mr. Thomas Shaw promise 1 faithful 
service, if ideated, and commented on the 
fact that all his interests were in Johnson 
street ward. 

Mr J. P. Matthews sought election ns a 
husimss man, with a lull slu.ro of common 
sense. He wus concerned in, ami had 
watched the growth of Victoria for m my 
years, saying, that if chosen "as one of the 
aldermen fur James liiy ward, lie would 
look after the city's business us bis onn. 

Aid. II. A. Munn poidted to los career 
for the past year in the Council; ho hid 
taki n his first degree and was no.v able to 
promise more effeolivo service than a year 
ug». Ill regard lo the woik of iinprovi meiit 
at Beacon Hill Park, he exp'aimd that it 
was all being ctri i--il out according to the 
adopted plan — nothing was being done ac- 
cording to iho individual t.stt'H of ihe con- 
secutive ch drineu of the Pttik cominittie. 
Tim Park had been considerably improved 
during the year, and further improvement 
was stdl lo come — one feature of which, 
that would meet tlio approval of nil, being 
l he removal of tho powder magazine. 
A park u() the Arm was referred to as some- 
thing to ho obtained in tho near future, and 
tho improvements of tlio pist years in 
streets lighting and flro apparatus were, in 
turn, dealt with. The financial statement 
would be out to-morrow, and the electors 
would have time to consider it before east- 
ing their ballots. Many other matters re- 
quired attention, but these ho could not 
touch upon, owing to the limited time at 
his disposal. In regard to tlio city and the 
schools, tlie constitution was derived 
troiii tho legislature, and was, -by 
tho enactments of that body, being 
constantly changed. Tlie poweis of tho 
Council wore so circumscribed und limited 



that they could not do, often, as they 
would wish. Tlio rights of the Provincial 
Government and the Dominion Government 
were defined und divided by tlie li. N. A. 
Act, but theto was no such useful wall 
between tlie province and tho city. Con- 
sequently, if tlio former found their bur- 
dens irksome, they could throw them on 
tlie city. Tho Government was not so 
much lo blame for the school law as tlio 
legislature who passed it, and by whom it 
could be repealed. 

Messrs, J. C. Devlin, John Hair Joseph 
Hunter, John Luwson, J. G. Tiarks und 
Wm. Wilson were not present, so the meet- 
ing closed with tlie usual thunks of tho 
chairman.

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THE CITY FINANCES. 

Substantial AII-Rountl Increase in 
Keveuuo— Arrears of Tuxes 
Light. 



The City Water Works Valued ■ at 
Sl.OOO.OUO, and Mood Value 
at That. 



A special meeting of the City Council 
was held in tho City Clerk's office, City 
Hall, lust night. Muyor Grant presided, 
and the aldermen present were— Messrs. 
Robertson, MoKillioan, Renouf, Smith, 
Holland, Conghlun aud Munn. 

The financial report for the year 1891 was 
submitted, oud having been looked over by 
tho members of the board, was taken as 
read. It will bo found in another column. 

Tho auditor's report, which accompanied 
it, was as follows : 

Gentlemen :— I have the pleasure to 
encloso herewith the annual accounts for 
the year 1891, comprising balancu sheet and 
cash statement, also balance sheet of the 
water woiks, all of which I trust will be 
found in order. The receipts, 1 am glad to 
say, aie lurger than for any previous yeur, 
amounting to tho sum of $330,540.88 ex- 
clusive of the proceeds of loans. This is, of 
course, luigely due to the increase of valua- 
tion on tlie real cstato roll, which has 
swelled the receipts from real estate tax to 
$189,970.05, as agaiust §100,609.50 last 
year. All the other items of revenue also 
show an increase, the principal items being, 
licenses, $441.58; water rents, §!),'244 31; 
fire insuruuee tax, §1,775; police court tines, 
$2,3(31. 10. There is an iiicn-aae of S1.C55 in 
the amount collected on account of roud 
tar, but the total amount received is, even 
then, not as large as it ought to be consider- 
ing the population. 

The arrears of taxes uncollected are, with 
the exception of real estate, less thuti last 
year, these Utter are only some §2,900 
moro, which is very small considering the 
largely increased value of the roll. All 
arrears to Dec. 31, 188S, have been col- 
lected, thus necessitating no tux sale during 
1891. The expenditure, I must point out, 
is again in excess of tho revenue, the differ- 
ence between the two, after allowing fur 
unpaid accounts and the buljnce due M 
Gregor & Jteves on account of their maiket 
building contract (which will have to be 
paid out of ordinal y revenue, &s the 85 per 
cent, advanced on the market bonds by Cite 
B.C. Corporation Ltd., is exhausted) being 
$05,517-85. It must, however, be taken 
into consideration that a laigeumouut of ex- 
penditure hus arisenduring the year that wus 
wholly unforeseen, and, consequently, un- 
provided for. Among these items, I may 
mention: Compensation for damages, es- 
tablishment of leper settlement at Darcey 
Island, and old meu'd home, expenses of 
Royal Commission and the largest amount 
of all the extra 25 per cent, of school toach- 
ers' salary chargeable since last July, and 
the sums puid to the Board of School Trus- 
tees for tho current expenses of I lie schools. 
A sum of $G,G0O is due by the Government 
on account of this matter, being 50 percent, 
of their collections on account of Provincial 
Revenue Tax in the city. For the future 
the Corporation is to collect und appropriate 
this tax for the use of the Board ot 1'rustees. 

The Government has also been debited 
with 25 per cent, of tho Charitable Fund 
and cost of Old Men's Home. 

The largest over-expenditures are, how- 
ever, on account of streets mid water-works; 
that on the former amounting to S75.810 73, 
of which §13,151.48 wus provided for by 
the sale of the gravel pits. 

Future Councils must thoroughly under- 
stand that it is utterly impossible, out of 
the ordinary revenue, to build new streets 
and keep in order those already made, 
especially as, during the next few years, 
largo sums will be required to repair the 
streets along the lino of the new sewers. 
Some measures will have to he devisetl for 
the opening of new streets, leuviug repairs 
only as a charge on current revenue; this 
becomes all the more nc-ct ssary on account 
of the largo area '.hat has been added to the 
city during the past year. 

Tho expenditure on water-works, includ- 
ing interest and sinking fund, is §2.3,880.84 
more than the revenue. A large amount 
has been expended in tho new limits 
streets ind water-works, and only a very 
small amount of revenue has been recei 
from this locality ; an amount of §4,000 is 
due by the Government for strict work in 
that put of the city. The once large 
spending departments of police, fire, and 
street lighting have none of them exceeded 
the cstiinato made at the beginning of the 
year. 

1 would advise that, if possible, it be ar- 
ranged to have the taxis collected at the 
commencement of the year instead of at the 
end. Under the present arrangement money 
has to be borrowed to cany on the business 
of the city, as the major part of the taxes do 
not come in until the last month of the year, 
necessitating a large amount for interest, 
this yeur almost §10,000. 

The Hank of British North America has 
intimated that, in future, they will allow 4 
per cent, interest on the' Sinking Fund d 
posits, thus making the future payments on 
this account smaller thru formerly. Th 
total amount required for coupon interest 
and Sinking Funds aggregates some §75,000 
per annum. 

In the water works balance sheet you will 
notice that the balance Hue by the city has 
been increased to §1 17,901.40, und the Sink- 
ing Fund account decreased to §23.131.18. 
The reason for this is that, in former years, 
the Inteicst and Sinking Fund of the first 
two water works loans were incorrectly 
credited to tho corporation, and these 
amounts have, this year, been written back. 
All the interest that the city now takes 
credit for is on the loins other than the first 
two, and the only Sinking Funds belonging 
properly to the water works uro as shown 
on the enol"scd balance sheet. The pay- 
ments made on account of the two loans 
previously mentioned have been charged to 
profit and loss, instead of to the water 
works. 

In the balance sheet you will notice that 
the water woi ks have been valued at 81,- 
000,000, for which amount they could.no 
doubt, he sold. I am, gentlemen,

A S WA RM OF OA XDIDA TES. 

There is, this year, no luck of candidates 
for tho office of, City Councillor. Tho num- 
ber of gentlemen who aro desirous of serv- 
ing tho city is somewhat unusual. It is 
also unusual to see so few members of the 
old Council becking re-election. The ex- 
perience of tho Council of 1891 Iuis not 
acted as ft deterrent to those who aro am- 
bitious of civic honors. Royal Commissions 
havo no terrors for this year's candidates, 
■>nd they appear eager to take upon them- 
selves responsibilities and cares which many 
of last, year's councillors found too heavy 
and too wearing. Indeed, wo aro a little 
surprised to see so many gentlemen ready, 
with a light heart, to undertake duties 
which good men havo found it difficult to 
perforin, either to their own satisfaction or 
to the satisfaction of their fellow-citizens. 
Without in tho least presuming to antici- 
pate the Gildings of the Royal Commission, 
wo can say that previous councils, with tho 
very lest intentions, havo committed seri- 
ous mistakes, and found it impossible 
to conduct the business of tho city 
so as to conform strictly to tho law, and 
to keop tho expenditure within tho in- 
come. Although the Councils of this City 
have been strict'y honest; although almost 
every dollar collected as taxes, and raised 
by way of loan, has been fully accounted 
for, and i xpeuded for tho benefit of the 
cit'zens, yet the councillors have not been 
■able to keep tho City's finances in a satin- 
factory state. Seeing then that so many 
havo found the work of City Councillor 
neither light nor easy, one would conclude 
that men who have had no experience in 
the management of the city's affairs, would 
think twice before they volunteered to 
attempt what others, who are, to suy the 
least, quite as well qualified as they are, 
have found beyond their strength. 

Much is required of this year's council. 
If the affairs of the city are to he well ad- 
ministered, and if its credit is to bo main- 
tained many reforms must be made. The 
expenditures must bo kept within the 
revenue, and still the necessary services 
must be maintained in good working order. 
The floating debt must bo got 
rid of in some way, and the 
finances must be put on a good footing. 
An effectivo and orderly system of admin- 
istration must bo devised and put in opera- 
tion, and the slovenly, go-as-you-please 
•ways of the past must bo discontinued. 
Taxation must hi placed on a better aud a 
more equitable basis. 

It will take good men to do ull 
this — men who understand business 
and who are willing to work hard 
for tho city's good. We are not among 
those who think that the city is in a bad 
way. On the contrary, wo believo it to bo 
in a thriving condition; but it is important 
that its development should be well 
regulated. It should be put in a position 
So make the moot of its resources. If 
things aro allowed to go on as they have 
gone on of late years, the city's affairs will, 
before long, get into inextricable confusion. 
Money will be spent to little advantage and 
the citizens will not have the comforts and 
the conveniences which their position, and 
tho amount of their taxation, entitle 
.them to. 

Jt must not ho thought that the city can 
-run itself, and that any ono can do for a 
City Councillor. Any man who conducts 
•even a small business well knows thit it 
monopolizes tho whole of his thoughts, 
and that ho cannot, afford tu neg- 
lect any part of it for even a 
short time. With all his care and a'l 
his vigilance and foresight, abuses will cre< p 
in in spite of him. The tendency i'b always 
towards disorganization and disorder. If a 
small business, with but few departments, 
requires all the thought and all tho care of u 
man of good executive ability, it can easily be 
seen that a largo business, comprising many 
departments, liko the government of the 
•city, will soon go to tho dogs if it is not 
■well looked after by capable and conscien- 
tious men. 

The duty, then, of the electors is plain. 
Let them throw over all personal considera- 
tions and vote only for tho men w hom they 
believe to he Gt to do their duly. To vote 
for an unfit man is not doing him a favor, 
and it is doing the city a great injustice. 
Having the city well governed is a matter 
of much importance to every man, woman 
and child within its bounds. As far as his 
comfort and convenience uro concerned, it is 
of more importance that the city be care- 
fully governed than that the affiirs even of 
tho Dominion bo well administered. The 
necessity of having good men in the City 
Council, therefore, must bo apparent to all. 

Our advice to the electors is, vote for the 
men who aro (it, whether you liko them or 
|E&jf;and i-ojeot the unfit men even if they 



UNGOXSVRA IS ED. 

One of the objects of tho Times is, evi- 
dently, to create tho impression that tho 
teachers of this province arc ruled by the 
Department of Education, with a rod of 
iron, and that they dare not give ex- 
pression to their views on any matter con- 
nected with the management of tlio public 
schools. Nothing can bo further from tlio 
truth than this. Tho Superintendent is, in 
his intercourse with tho teachers, exceed- 
ingly mild and most, considerate. It is 
hard to imagine an official with less offi- 
cialism in his manner than Dr. Tope. It i3 
our belief that teachers are wholly at their 
ease with him and they can always depend 
upon his going as far us his sense of duty 
will allow him, to do them kindnesses. To 
represent him as a tyrannical official who 
strains his uuthnrity to injure those who 
have offended him, is, wo uro fully con- 
vinced, to do him a cruel injustice. 

Neither is tho Education Department 
meddlesome or exacting. When teachers 
and trustees show that they are desirous of 
complying with and carrying out the law in 
good faith, they are helped by the Depart- 
ment and not hindered. Of -course, when 
thoso who undertake to administer the 
Public Schools Act, and thoso who hold the 
office of teacher under it, put themselves 
above the law, or uct in contravention of it, 
they come into collision with the Depart- 
ment What else could they expect V The 
officials of the Department havo been 
appointed to administer tho law as t hey 
find it, not to alter or improve it, ot- 
to net independently of it, and it is 
their duty to seo that all who are working 
under it must act in tho same way. liven 
with thoso who evince a disposition to carp 
at the law and to disregard the authoritative 
rules and regulations, havo been treated 
with forbearance by the Department, and 
have not been proceeded against until they 
have openly set its authority at defiance. 

Even the Times is forced to admit that 
the teacher's attending the Mainland Insti- 
tute spoke with freeilom and fearlessness on 
tb o subjects which its members saw lit to 
discus?. It does not assert that any limit 
has been set by the Department to the sub- 
jects which thi Iustituto may discus?. It is 
composed of ladies and gentlemen who pos- 
sess discretion and good sense, aud wo are 
quite sure that they need no other restraint 
than that dictated by their own sense of 
what is fit and becoming in discussing even 
the methods and the administration of the 
Education Department. Dues the Times 
wish its readers to believe that the teachers 
were afraid to discuss these, or any other 
topics'; This is the conclusion to be drawn 
from what it says on this subject. It does 
both the members of the Instittito and tho 
Department a very great injustice when it 
tries to make the public believe that the 
freedom of debute, in the Teachers' Insti- 
tutes of the Province, is restricted by the 
authorities, and that the teachers are so 
poor-spirited as to submit without even a pro- 
test to such restriction. We know that there 
aro two or three malcontents and irrecon- 
cilables who are doing their best to make 
t he teachers of the provinco believe that 
they aro a down-trodden set of men 
and women, who dare not call their souls 
their own, and that the Times has made 
itself their organ; but, as tho facts ure 
against them, we do not think that they 
will succctd in either terrorizing the teach- 
ers or in misleading the public. 

Tho Times knows very little, indeed, 
about the systems of education in force in 
the other provinces of the Dominion, when 
it Bays that in them teachers aro allowed a 
free hand in giving instruction and in 
making .what they consider, improvements. 
The course of instruction is prescribed in 
them as well os in this province, and so are 
tho books to be used. Oar contemporary is 
obliged to admit that what we said with 
regard to the cancellation of licenses is cor- 
rect, but it says that wo will search the 
educational records of the Eastern Provinces 
in vain for a precedent to justify tho Gov- 
ernment in the oaso of Mr. McLcod. This 
may be so, for it is quite possible that we 
would search the records of those provinces 
in vain to find a case in which a teacher has 
assumed the same attitude towards the 
authorities as Mr. McLeod has done. 



THE POWER OF PARLIAMENT. 

We sec that a second commission to en- 
quire into tho conduct of tho late Govern- 
ment of Quebec is spoken of. is this set- 
ting comn.i-sions above governments either 
safe or constitutional ? The proper judge of 
tho conduct of a Government is, in tho fiist 
place, Parliament, or the body in which 
the people aro represented, whatever may 
be its name, and, in tho second place, the 
popple. If Parliament chooses to delegate 
its powers in a given case to a Commission, 
well and good, but the people are behind to 
judge both the Commission and Parliament. 
When a Governor-General or a Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor appoints a commiosion to enquire into 
the conduct of tho menders of a Govern- 
ment be, in our opinion, takes upon himself 
an authority that belongs of right to the re- 
presentatives of the people. It is to them, 
and not to tho Governor, that the ministers 
are responsible 1 , and Parliament is tho tri- 
bunal which should either acquit or con- 
demn them. 

Thero uro many who say hard things of 
members of the present Dominion Govern- 
ment. What would the pooplo of tho Dom- 
inion say if tho Governor-General, giving 
car to tho counsels of enemies of tho Gov- 
ernment, appointed a Commission to enquire 
into tho conduct cf Mr. Abbott and his col- 
league)'; If such an act on his part would 
not provoke a revolution, Canudians are less 
intelligent than we believo them to bo, and 



value their constitutional privileges mora 
lightly thun wo think they do. The peoplo 
of tho Dominion woultl naturally say : 
" Parliament should havo tho first chance 
of pronouncing upon tho conduct of the 
Ministry, and, after it has given its decision, 
the Governor-General, if ho believes that 
that decision is not in accordance with tho 
conclusions arrived at by us, can then ap- 
peal from Parliament to the electorate." It 
seems to us absurd to say that it is proper 
and constitutional for a Lieut. -Governor to 
do what tho Governor-General, or tho 
Queen herself, woulel not venturo to at- 
tempt. 

This, or something liko this, was the 
ground taken by Sir John Macelonald in 
the Letellier case. Sir John, in ono of tho 
ablest speeches ever delivered in Parlia- 
ment, showed thut the power of a Governor 
to dismiss his ministers was one so sur- 
rounded by restrictions, that it was moat 
difficult to Eay when it ought to he exer- 
cised. In that speech, he asserted the su- 
premacy of Parliament by a most formidable 
array of authorities and by arguments, 
which were, at the time, regarded 
as irrefutable. If Sir John had hee'n 
nlivc at the time of tho Quebec crisis, 
wo are quite certain he could have used his 
influence to prevent Mr. Mereier and his 
fellow boodlcrs stumping Quebec us tho 
champions of British constitutionalism and 
parliamentary lights. 

It will bo said, no doubt, that 
Mender's majority was as corrupt as 
Mereier himself, and that it would 
bo certain to whitewash him and his col- 
leagues. What if it did ? Governor Angers 
would not be bound by its decision if he be- 
lieved that public opinion in Quebec was 
against Mr. Mercier's Government, lie 
cnu'il then, as he has elono now, appeal to 
tho people, and he would occupy a far better 
position than he does at present. Ho would 
have pursued the proper constitutional cause, 
The acts of the Government would have 
been discussed ill the Legislature, and the 
people woulel have been in a position to con- 
sider tho enormity of the offences of the 
bnoellers without being blinded by prejudice 
and without having Mereier represented to 
them as the victim of Ottawa tyranny and 
Ontario bigotry. Mr. Mereier not being 
able to poso ns a political martyr and a 
sufferer for tho sake of his race and his 
religion, would appear before the people of 
Quebec in his own proper character — nn 
unscrupulous and unprincipled political

An Interesting Experiment. 

An experiment fraught witli very great 
interest to the prosperity of this province, 
is now being tried by Messrs. Robert Ward 
k Co. They are completing the loading of 
the City of Carlisle, which vessel will sail 
for London, in a few days, with a cargo of 
two hundred tons of wheat. This wheat 
has been bought by the firm, from Brandon, 
Man., in which province it was grown, and 
was purchased for the express purpose of 
shipping to London, direct from Victoria. 
The wheat is of the best quality and there 
is no doubt that it will command a good 
price in tho home markets. The only 
drawback to the constant shipment of car- 
goes of this character is the cost of freight, 
that charge being us high as (10c per cut. 
However, the exporters are confident that 
their small venture will pay, and if their 
expectations are realized; they will con- 
tinue to send much larger quantities. At 
present there seems to be no reason why an 
almost unlimited trade, of vast benefit to 
this port, should not spring up in this 
indutry, nor why this side of the continent 
should not make a bold bid for the trans- 
fer of our Canadian wheat to England. 

A Serious Accident. 

What was a narrow escape from a fatal 
accident happened on Sunday to a biake- 
man on tho E. & N. Railway, named Mo- 
Rid, a late arrival in this city from New 
Brunuwick, and a brother of Mrs. D.

He was at once attend- 
ed by a medical man, who dressed his 
wounds and made him as comfortable as 
possible under the circumstances.

He admitted 
having pm chased the child in China for 
something over SI00, and also that, at the 
sumo time, three other children came into 
his possession under similar circumstances.

To Regulate the Election of the Mayor 
arid Aldtrmen of the City of Victoria 
for the year 1892. 

WHEREAS it is provided by law that the 
nomination forMnyorand Aldermen shall 
bo held on tho second Monday in Janunry of 
each year from 12 m. to 2 p.m., and Iho polling, 
if any, on the Thursday following from 8 a.m. 
to i p.m., and it is further provided that the 
Council shall in tho month of December in each 
year appoint a returning olllcor, and shall also 
name tho polling place and otherwiso arrnngo 
for tho holding of tho coming election, and it is 
further provided Hint tho polling, if any, at 
such election thall bo had and taken at such 
place or places as the Council shall by by-law 
appoint therefor ; 

BE IT ENACTED by tho Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria as follows: 

1. The nomination of candidates for tho re- 
spective offices of Mayor and Aldermen of the- 
City o( Victoria shall taka place at tho City 
Hall In the aforesaid city on Monday, tho 11th 
day of January, 18D2.
